The excitement here about the recapture of 


Fugitive Slaves, under the new law, is very 
jjreat. The City Council, have required the 
City Police, and requested all citizena to give 
no aid to the recapture of Slaves. 


They also passed several resnlutions in con- 


demnation of the Law, and censured the Mem- 
bers from Free States, who voted for the Eill, 
or avoided the responsibility of voting. 


Last night, the opponents of the Law held a i 


meeting in the City Hall. The Hall was full 
and the most violent speeches made, which 
created gieat cheering. 
Resolutions wefe of- 


fered declaring it to be the duty of citizens to 
sec the Law at defiance, and declaring the 
blacks to be justified in resisting nil attempts 
to capture them, even to the death.

arrest of a fugitive \\& would not serve it.—
